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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The replacement sheets filed 1/24/06 and 9/16/05 are not approved because they have the wrong application 
serial number at the top of the page (this is application 10/696,757, not 09/884,541); this will cause confusion should the case issue. 
Otherwise, changes in the replacement sheets are acceptable. Upon reconsideration, the jacquard weave is adequately illustrated. The 
objection to the drawings not showing the claimed interconnected joint in the weft direction is maintained (noting applicant's remarks, 
Figure 6 does not show the interconnected joint in the weft direction, and describing the joint on page 8 of the specification does not meet 
Rule 37 CFR 1.83 (all claimed features must be shown). Regarding 112 issues raised in the final Office Action, claim 10 is still indefinite 
because there is no clear antecedent basis for "the weft direction" and "the warp direction" ("a weft" and "a warp" would be a better 
recitation). The limitations added to claim 25 raise new issues requiring further search and consideration. The remarks are not 
persuasive because in Figure 4 of Buchner et al, at 23, crossover of warp/weft yarn 24 from one layer to the other on one side of 23 and 
crossover back to the one layer on the other side of 23 . 
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
